Fire Broke Out on Standard 


Oil Barge 


NBW YORK, Dec. IB.—Four men lost 


their lives and four others were severe- 
ly burned In the fire on the Standard 
OH barge, number 9, which was sighted 
ore Long Branch. N. J., last night. 


When the blazing; barpe was sighted 


last night. It was Impossible to learn 
anything regarding the 
fate 
of 
the 


crew. Tugs which were near at hand 
gave all the assistances possible and no 
effort-was made to reach the barge by 
the slfe-savlng crew at that point. The 
ttrst news, therefore, came here today 
when a tug boat put into Long Island 
City with the four survivors on board. 


All of these men were seriously burn-
